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AMERICANS ABROAD. 


il Correspondent Throws Some Light on 


Generally-Accepted Statistics. 


This matter of American travel, 


more especially as to the volume of it, 
is greatly misunderstood in America, 
and even by the tourists themselves, 
writes a Rome correspondent. 


Like tho Dutchman's pig that moved 


about with such celerity that he-was 
counted several times, and thus greatly 
increased the aggregate of the litter, 
the American tourist is liable to several 
enumerations. He tears himself away 
from his business for a fetr. weeks. 
He 


must do Europe ih a given time and be 
back at his desk at the day and hour 
appointed. 
So he keeps moving. 
Ha 


is recorded once at least iu every city 
lie visits. 
Sometimos he is recorded 


several times in the same city—at his 
hotel, his bank, at an American ex- 
change, perhaps, and at a club. 
This 


makes four distinguished Americans 
out of a single humble individual. But 
this is not all. 
Ho takes a certain city 


—Ictus say Paris—as his headquar- 
ters, and makes transient visits to it 
several times during the same season. 
All tliis gives a pretty sum in addition 
which the far-away 
journalist 
in 


America works out with that talent for 
exaggerated mathematics 
in which 


imagination often plays so important 
a part. 
This young man's fancy 


lightly turns to these elaborate prob- 
lems in tho spring. 
Then it is pub- 


lished in tlie New York papers and 
telegraphed all over America, .that all 
outgoing steamers are crowded; that 
cvory berth is engaged several months 
ahead, and that never before was there 
such a tide of travel setting toward 
Europe, 
The estimate of the number 


of going abroad begins, perhaps, at 50,- 
000 and runs up to over 100,000 in tho 
more imaginative 
newspapers. 
Il 


would appear to the unthinking as if . 
free America were being depopulated 
in favor of the monarchies of the old 
world. 


It will clo no harm to let a little light 


into 
these 
high-pressure statistics, 


though it is really a fact that a great 
many Americans do go abroad annual- 
ly, probably five times or ten times as 
many as there would be of any other 
nation situated so far from the various 
European Meccasto which the devotees 
of travel arc wont to make pilgrim- 
ages. 
Tlio season of the great Euro-, 


pean hegira is brief. It scarcely be- 
gins before late iu May or June, and 
the pressure is over by August. There 
are more or less persons always going, 
but this represents the bulk ofthe early 
season travel. Did any of these light- 
ning calculators ever stop to think how 
many steamers it would take, as travel 
goes, to carry across the Atlantic even 
30,000 passengers. 
It would require 


100 steamers, supposing every one car- 
ried '300 American tourists. How many 
steamers carry of this class in excess 
of this number, 
or for how long 


time is this average maintained? 


For a few weeks only, if at all, and most' 
of them sail from New York. 
Ameri- 


cans are by no moans tho only pas-, 
sengors who travel by the Atlantic 
si earners. 
A large proportion are En- 


glish, while there are always repre- 
sentatives of every European nation. 
It would hardly be necessary to go 
further than these suggestions to cx- 


>ilo the fiction, but Paris may 
be 


tnkcn as a further illustration. 


It goes without saying that all good 


Americans who go to Europe go to 
Paris, unless the force of circumstances 
is too strong for them. It is barely 
possible that a thousand or two may 
bo found in England or on the conti- 
nent every year who are unable to 
visit the French capital. 
These are in 


England on business; are of German 
descent, and make a visit to the fath- 
erland; are medical students at Berlin 


r elsewhere in Germany, or go by tho. 


Duleh or Belgian lines to Antwerp or 
Amsterdam 'to do the low countries,' 
and go up the Rhine. 
They are a 


small fraction of the great whole. Tlie 
rest usually go direct from New York 
lo 
London, where 
they 
slay 
a 


few 
days 
before 
departing 
for 


Paris, or they choose the'Havre line 
which, since the now steamers have 
been placed on it, is convenient and 
expeditious. I received not long ago 
various estimates of the number of 
Americans coming to Paris every year, 
taken all of them, as the professional 
statisticians say, from the most reliable 
sources, such as Paris journalists, 
steamship agents, persons connected 
with traveling agencies, and others 
competent to give them. 
The mini- 


mum estimate is 15,000, the- maximum 
30,000. The correct figure would prob- 
ably be between 20,0JO. and 25,'000, 
-which is not a small number, and as 
few of them are over at rest or remain 
a long time in the same place, and as 
some of them get counted several 
limes, they convoy Ihe impression of a 
much greater multitude. There are 
more or less of them who come every 
season, either to pass the winter in 
Paris 
or 
on 
the 
Mediterranean. 


There is a class, and not a small one, 
who are floating residents of Europe, 
not identilied with Paris, nor the Med- 
iterranean, nor London, but every year 
visiting these places, and making from 
them the tour of favorite localities in 
Spain, I'ranqe,. Italy, .Germany. :tnd 
Austria. They move hither and thither 
like the restless ocean driven by the 
winds. 
They fluctuate like tho tides. 


They are slaves of the season only, be- 
ing necessarily more or less dominated 
by heat, cold, storm and sunshine. 
Otherwise, their1 way ward.. will.is their 
only law of movement, and so they go 
on till this mode of living becomes es- 
sential to the|r existence, and like ,Uie 
lici'p of'tho Odyssey they: find Ihem- 
selves unablftto restfroniitravelu.Snicu 
ceaseless wandering only ends with the 
irravo. —San Francisco C'/trott'eie.

ST. Louis, June 3.—Ten thousand Bt 


Louisans and a scattering of delegates 
responded last nieht to the invitation of 
the local committee to participate in the 
formal opening of the north nave of the 
Exposition building and to view the deco- 
rations which have been completed for 
the forthcoming convention. 


What struck many of the delegates at 


first sight, and was freely commented on, 
was the fact that in its proportions the 
nave U any thing but suited to the pur- 
poses of such a gathering. In dimensions 
it is but 98 feet in width against a depth ol 
384 feet, and as a result the majority of 
the delegates will be seated away back in 
the rear, where a bugle will be necessary 
to get the ear of the presiding officer; 
while the latter in turn will need a field 
glass to locate the individual who may be 
seeking recognition. 


Between the chair and the front row of 


delegates' seats there is a space of sixty 
feet in depth, which will be occupied by 
the representatives of the press. The lat- 
ter will thus be directly between the del- 
egates and the chairman's platform, in- 
stead of the latter's coming between the 
press tobies to within a few feet of the first 
row of seats, as was the arrangement in 
the Chicago Convention of 1884. This, 
again, will increase the difficulty under 
which the officers must necessarily labor.

Wooden posts, with silver cords, 
separate this portion of tha stage from 
that allotted to the guests.and the general 
arrangement suggests a miniature pulpit 
of a Presbyterian Church. 


As for the decorations, they are lavish 


and high-colored, and back of the chail 
hangs an oil painting of the President, 
while above, with a gilt eagle between 
them, are portraits of the two deceased 
ex-leaders of the party, Messrs. Tilden 
and Hendricks. Nolie of the pictures ar« 
characterized by any degree of fidelity. 


The galleries are draped with bunting, 


red, white and blue, alternately raising 
and drooping in general folds; either 
side of the lower gallery, toward tha 
stage, being relieved wiih a background 
of bunting with colored stars. 


As a has relief to the canvas there are 


banners with the coats of arms of the 
States and Territories, and the principal 
cities, and a plentitude of card-board 
eagles, painted in gaudy colors. 


High up In the air the stars and stripes 


flutter from the supports to the roof, and 
the front of the stage, as well as th« 
tables, are decorated in harmony with 
the rest of the building. Under the glare 
of hundreds of electric lights, the general 
effect, if not elaborate or highly artistic, 
was pleasing,

Death 6? Silas B. McClelland. 


Silas B. MdClellana, one of tfie 


residents of Deoatur, died Sunday night 
at 11:25 o'clock at hie home 611 West 
Macon street in the presence ot his wife 
and four children, aged 63 years, 6 
months and 14 days. The deceased had 
been in poor health since last October 
when he contracted a cold. Oa Hay 8, 
he was taken to Osceola, Iowa, by his son 
Prank, to viait his two sisters and while 
there he' become quite ilL 
He was 


brought home Tuesday, May 29th, and 
since then he has received the constant 
and watchful care of his family. 


Mr. McClelland was born in Holmes co., 


Ohio, Nov. 19, 1824, and he came to 
Decatur with Abram Kramer in 1852. 
He purchased a quarter of a block on 
East Main street and engaged in the 
wagon-making and blacksmithing busi- 
ness alone for awhile, afterwards being 
associated with A. Kramer in the enter- 
prise. In March '73 he sold out to Mr. 
Kramer and removed to his farm in 
Moultrie county, where he resided until 
the fall of 1880, when he returned to 
Decatur where he has since resided. On 
Aug. 30, 1856, Sophia Whitehurst, of 
Ohio, became his wife. The surviving 
children are B. F. McClelland, principal of 
the public schools at Sullivan, HI., Mrs. 
Ida B. Stout, wife of Joseph Stout; Mrs. 
Lillie Walker, wife of I. D. Walker, and 
Sherman McClelland, all of Decatur. 
The fifth child, Katie, died in 1876, aged 
nearly 7 years. Mr. McClelland will be 
remembered as one of the earliest and 
most successful business men ot our city, 
a man of strict integrity and very meth- 
odical in his habits. He became a mem- 
ber of the United Bretharn church when 
20 years of age, and for 43 years he has 
teen one of the liberal contributors to 
that denomination, besides lending his 
aid to other societies and doing what he 
could to advance the growth of Deoatur. 
Realizing that he might pass away soon 
the deceased had settled all his business 
affairs and had signed his will. He had 
lived a blameless and exemplary life and 
was prepared for the final summons. 


The funeral will take place from the 


lamily residence at 2 o'clock to-morrow 
afternoon, Kev. L. Field officiating.

NEW YOBK DEMOCRATS. 


They Take Breakfast at the Union 


Depot on the "Way to 


St. Lotus. 


The Wabash this morning at 5 o'clock 


ran a special train of 11 chair cars and 
sleepers into Decatur, having on board 
over 800 members of the New York 
county Democracy, all bound for St. 
Louis to attend the National Democratic 
Convention, which opens to-morrow to 
go through the formality of nominating 
Cleveland. Col. N. A. White had ar- 
ranged to breakfast the hungry excur- 
sionists and he did it in fine style, serv- 
ing all who wanted entertainment in the 
dining hall and at the lunch counters. 
About 200 of the party took breakfast, 
the balance being served in the dining 
oar attached to the train. 


Quite a number of Deoatur people 


were on the platform to get a look at the 
representatives of New York city democ- 
racy. The impression made was not flat- 
tering to the party, for fully 70 per cent. 
ot the party embraced what was consid- 
ered the toughest specimens ot ward 
politicians that ever struck Decatur. 
They were mostly foreigners. 
Before 


seeking anything to eat, the gang made 
a break for the saloons on the levee, but 
the reader can best imagine their disgust 
when it was found that the gin-mills 
were closed, as this is election day. One 
ot the party woe the noted Thomas Costi- 
gan, a ponderous ward politician weigh- 
ing 350 pounds, with rolls of fat on his 
neck as large as an ordinary man's arm- 
He could just squeeze through the car 
door. The cars were labeled with stream- 
ers, and on each rear platform were bar- 
rels of ice and bottles, indicating that 
liquids were on tap* 


There were 20 New York city reporters 


in one sleeper. There were but compar- 
atively few delegates and alternates on 
board. The party was mainly boomers 
for Cleveland from Gotham.

A thoroughly realistic scene in Pawnee 


Bill's Wild West show is that ot the rob- 
bery of the overland mail coach. One of 
the identical old stage coaches used in 
years gone by to carry the mail on the 
distant frontier, and was often the object 
of attack and pillage, is used in this fam- 
ous frontier tableau.

This is only 
one of the many illustrations of frontier 
ife given by Pawnee Bill and his Wild 
West show at the base'ball park on Sat- 
urday next.
